In a column last Sunday we 
suggested an autumn trip which 
started out down Highway 21 from 
St. Louis, turned west at Potosi and 
returned to the city by wav ol 
H ighway 66. with Gravois road 
from St. Clair as an alternative 
route. An equally interesting trip, 
and one which provides its full 
share of beautiful scenery, is to 
continue south on Highway 21 to 
Arcadia. Tins route leads through 
a wooded countryside to Caledonia 
and the Bellview valley or, as ¡t 
was generally spelled in the eaily 
days, Bellevue, At Caledonia are 
a num ber of buildings which com­ 
bine architectural 
with 
hiftroic 
interest, for the town is one of the 
eaily settlements in this part of 
Missouri. On the main street are 
two tine old residences of red 
brick m the Classic Revival tra­ 
dition, as well as one or two frame 
houses of excellent design. And one 
will be well repaid by turning a- 
side to see the Presbyterian church, 
not far off the highway; a picture­ 
sque, small building which com­ 
bines both Gothic and Classic Re­ 
vival influences. Although this is 
not the original building, it is the 
oldest Presbyterian congregaation 
west of the Mississippi river, dat­ 
ing back to 1890. 
South of Caledonia the valley 
opens out into gracious farmlands 
long noted for their productivity 
as a livestock raising country, al­ 
though m the past genera Uo^ 
two this productivity has been ser­ 
iously lowered by over-cropping 
the land to grain and row crops. 
The 
Hagerstown 
limestone soil, 
however, has a high come-back 
potential, and 
the trend 
today 
seems to be to restore the grass 
cover and return to the grazing of 
beet cattle and sheep. Few places 
in Missouri provide such a majestic 
sweep ol lovely countryside and 
surrounding hills as may be seen 
from this high valley. To east­ 
ward lies Buford mountain, ex­ 
tending south for several miles, 
while off to the west a succession 
of hills climb toward Johnson and 
Bell mountains. These St. Francois 
hills, so the geologists tell u.-. are 
in all probability the oldest land 
on our continent, 
their 
granite 
crests reaching back into tune for 
a half-billion years or more. 
At Graniteville, one should turn 
aside to visit the Elephant Rocks 
which have so far escaped the 
quarrymen. 
Here countless cen­ 
turies 'lave sarved the granite into 
lant..-tic snapes, so tha. out may 
well imagine them a gigantic herd 
of prehistoric beasts marching a- 
eross the landscape. Another near­ 
by point ol interest is Iron moun­ 
tain, one of the first iron ore de­ 
posits in the Middle West to be ex­ 
ploited. Commercial mining be­ 
gan here in 1836 and, while the 
size and richness of the depoit was 
not as great as at fh.ri believed, 
several million tons had been taken

Varico se Veins 


Varicose veins is a fairly com­ 
mon afflication. It is estimated that 
about 70 per cent of all woman 
suffer from them and more than

I often suffer from varicose veins. 
Varicose veins are actually veins 
which have become enlarged and 
discolored because of the sluggish­ 
ness or stagnation of the blood in 
them. Most ol the 
veins in the 
hum an body have valves to keep 
the column of blood, which is on 
its way back to the heart, from 
flowing or settling back in the 
veins. When the valves are broken 
down or weakened by strain, in­ 
jury, or disease, the blood can flow 
either way, and has a tendency to 
pool in the lower veins. The en­ 
larged vein turns a bluish color and 
extends visibly above the skin. 
The person who suffers

varicose veins should see his doctor 
as soon as possible. There are vari­ 
ous forms of medical treatm ent for 
varicose veins, including surgery, 
injections, the wearing of elastic 
stockings, or specified periods of 
rest, depending on the type and 
seriousness of the condition. But 
the doctor is the one to diagnose

There is no specific way of pre­

' ficient and freq uently painless and 
the suffering and embarrassment 
I they cause is nowadays unneees- 
isary.

Varicose Veins 


V aricose veins is a fairly com ­ 
mon afflication. It is estim ated that 
about 70 per cent of all wom an 
suffer from them and m ore than 
40 per cent of all men. Although 
j th ere is no evidence that varicose 
j veins have ever been a direct cause 
I of death, they do get progressively 
I worse and m ore painful ii negleet- 
| cd. 
These 
enlarged, 
bluish 
veins 
■ w hich project above the surface of 
I the skin in lumpy masses, are most 
I com m on in the legs. Doctors ex- 
j plain that m an ’: prononcs: to v ari­ 
cose veins in the leg. is sim ply due 
to tin fact that v. < walk upright, 
j W alking and standing upright puts 
ja strain on the long veins in the 
legs. Blood pressure in the veins 
jot the legs is considerably greater 
I w hen a person is standing than 
1 w hen tie is lying dow n or otherw ise 
i has his feet elevated. T hat is why 
people who stand a great deal— 
w aitresses, salesper sons, policemen, 
train and street ear 
conductors— 
often suffer from varicose veins. 
Varicose veins are actually veins 
which have becom e enlarged and 
discolored because ol the sluggish­ 
ness or stagnation of the blood in 
them. Most of the 
veins in the 
hum an body have valves to keep 
the colum n of blood, w hich is on 
its w ay back to th e heart, from 
flowing or settling back in the 
veins. W hen the valves are broken 
dow n or w eakened by strain, in­ 
jury, or disease, th e blood can flow 
either w ay, and has a tendency to 
pool in the low er veins. The en ­ 
larged vein turns a bluish color and 
ex ten d s visibly above the skin. 
T he person w ho suffers 
from 
varicose veins should see his doctor 
as soon as possible. T here are v a ri­ 
ous form s of m edical trea tm e n t for 
varicose veins, including surgery, 
injections, the w earing of elastic 
stockings, or specified periods of 
rest, d epending on the type and 
seriousness of the condition. But 
the doctor is tin one to diagnose 
the 
condition and 
prescribe the 
p ro p er treatm en t. 
T h ere is no specific way of p re­ 
venting varicose veins but a p er­ 
son can avoid certain things that 
bring on 
the 
condition, or ag­ 
g rav a te it w hen it occurs. Tight, 
circu lar garters constrict the veins 
of the legs and m ay in ju re the 
valves. 
O ver-w eight, 
obviously 
placing ex tra strain on the legs 
and th e ir veins, can help bring on 


painful varicose veins. The person 
who stan d s a great deal should, if 
at all possible, try to get off his 
feet an d rest them now and then, 
p referab ly 
w ith the 
legs in an 
elevated position. 
S om e w om en suffer from v ari­ 
cose veins as a result of pregnacy. 
But th e w om an who places herself 
i in the care of h er doctor early in 
her p regnancy usually can avoid 
varicose veins. 
V aricose veins should never go 
u ntreated. As 
they 
become pro ­ 
gressively worse, there is danger 
of infection and of an ulcerous con­ 
dition in the leg. Modern, m edical 
tre a tm e n t of varicose veins is ef­ 
ficient arid frequently painless and 
the suffering and em b arrassm en t 
they cause is now adays unneces­ 
sary.
